Having  examined  the  books  and  records  of  the  Town  Clerk, 
Tax  Collector,  Treasurer,  Trustee  of  the  Trust  Funds  and  Se- 
lectmen of  Goshen,  I  find  them  a  true  record  of  transactions 
to  the  best  of  my  belief. 

In  this  survey,  however,  certain  disturbing  facts  are  evident 
concerning  the  present  $10,000-to-$ll,000.00  direct  tax  burden, 
a  heavier  burden  than  private  effort  can  stand,  as  is  proved  by 
the  $5,933.11  of  uncollected  1939  taxes,  with  its  costly  drag  of 
penalties  and  redemptions.  The  increasing  age  of  many  of  our 
heaviest  taxpayers  must  also  be  considered,  as  well  as  a  dan- 
gerously encumbered  real  estate.  A  breaking  point  may  be  un- 
expectedly reached. 

Rigid  economy  is  the  only  way  out,  may  be  an  old  adage 
that  needs  repeating.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  Goshen  School' Board: 

The  teaching  by  Mrs.  Grace  Scranton  in  the  four  lower 
grades  and  Mrs.  Helen  Tenney  in  the  four  upper  grades  is  so 
satisfactory  that  I  have  nothing  to  report  about  the  general 
running  of  the  schools  except  that  I  am  well  pleased  with  the 
work. 

The  School  Board  has  again  made  valuable  changes  and 
repairs  in  the  school  property.  The  most  helpful  of  these  were 
the  enlarging  of  the  classroom  at  the  Corner  School  and  the 
repairs  made  to  the  hall  floor  of  the  same  building. 

The  state  legislature  did  not  appropriate  enough  money  to 
meet  the  obligations  of  the  state  to  the  districts.  The  entire 
"savings"  thus  made  were  thrown  as  an  extra  burden  on  the 
state-aided  districts.  This,  coupled  with  a  larger  number  of 
high  school  pupils,  has  raised  the  local  costs  of  schools.  I  see 
no  way  to  prevent  this  increase  from  year  to  year  unless  there 
can  be  found  a  tax  to  meet  the  costs  in  the  state,  as  we  have 
done  for  other  expenses.  It  has  been  suggested  that  a  small 
tax  of  moving  picture  tickets  would  pay  most  of  the  costs  of 
the  schools. 

I  have  enjoyed  the  year's  work  at  Goshen  due  to  kindness 
and  cooperation  of  the  school  officials  and  teachers,  and  the 
apparent  willingness  of  the  citizens  to  support  the  schools.  I 
wish  to  thank  them  at  this  time  for  this  help.
